For  several  year  jiast  there  has  been  a 
general  desire  by  our  business  men  of  the 
Centre  and  many  of  the  citizens  who 
daily  | miss  that  section,  to  see  something 
done  with  the  triangular  g|>ace  at  the 
junction  of  Bloomfield.  Glenwood.  and 
Washington  Avenue**,  aud  we  venture  to 
say  that  all  that  is  lacking  is  a  public- 
spirited  man  to  push  it.
